Tabor Unions Inter Protest. 

Bince the ordinance was recommended for 
passage on Feb. 6 they Have been busy. In 
their demands for the defeat of the ordinance, 
It is said, they had the support of thé general 
labor organizations, and nearly every mem- 
ber of the coundil has received protests 
against it. The proximity of the aldermanic 
election is thought to have had much to do 
with the action that finally was taken. 

Twice during the session Mayor Busse was 
compelled to warn the visitors that they 
would. have to cease their demonstrations 
or the galleries would be cleared. One of 
these was marked by shouting, stamping, 
and the blowing of a whistle in imitation of 
& locomotive. 

The opposition broke as soon as Ald. Mil- 
ton J. Foreman, chairman of the committee 
on local transportation, called up the ordi- 
nance and moved its passage. He asked to 
have read a communication from a number 
of representatives of the railway employés. 
This laid emphasis upon the danger to them 
from the presence of charged rails and wires. 
It declared that eléctrification meant the 
loss of thousands of Hves a year, and 
that the study of electricity is not sufficient- 
ly advanced to permit its substitution for 
steam. 

McInerney Attacks Roads. 

Ald. Michael McInerney read the report of 
a subcommittee of the local transportation 
committee to the effect that a patented coal 
combustion system had been demonstrated 
as almost smokeless; and then declared that 
the ordinance did not require electrification. 

“The companies use these men to defeat 
the ordinance,” he declared. They send 
them here to oppose it; but they won't do’ 
anything toward the elimination of the smoke 
nuisance until they are forced to it. It is time 
something was done.” : 

He then offered @ resolution directing the 
mayor to appoint a smoke commission com- 
posed of two aldérmen, two representatives 
of the switchmen’s union, and two repre- 
eentatives of “the railroad interests.“

Catherwood Calls It Unjust. 

Robert Catherwood, president of the Civil 
Service Reform association, when informed 
of the discharge of Mr. McGoorty, said: 
The significance of Mr. McGoorty’s un- 
just discharge is that he was standing up 
for the enforcement of the civil service law, 
as it was~evidenced particularly in his re- 
fusal to certify the pay rolls of employés ille- 
gally appointed. 

“The appointment of Ballard Dunn as 
chairman of the civil service commission is 
a direct challenge to the public. It means 
that the wholesale policy of violating the civil 


service law is to be continued in making ap- 


pointments and in the policy of removals in 
order to make ene for political henchmen 
of Bartzen.”

High Tariff Aldrich Lieutenant 
to Head Powerful Fi- 
nance Body.

Washington, D. C., March 6.—[{Special. }— 
The Sixty-second congress, which will con- 
vene April 4, is in the throes of reorganize - 
tion. Both senate and house now are en- 
gaged in slating members for the various 
committees through which the great mass of 
business to be done will filter to the 1 for 


Action. 


The personnel of these committees is of 
vital importance, since experience has shown 
their makeup determines the fate of good and 
evil legislation. During Mr. Cannon's in- 
cumbency of the speakership of the house he 
formed committees with especial reference 
tothe commendation or death of dis in which 
he or the public was interested. An example 

policy in this respect is the anti-injunc- 
tion bill, which did not even receive favorable 
consideration from the judiciary committee, 
the chairman of which, Richard W. Parker of 
New Jersey, wes Mr. Cannon's personal 


choice. 


Similar Conditions in Senate. 

What is true of Mr. Cannon's behavior also 
is true of the committee on committees in 
the senate. Many measures of great value 
have been stifled by reference to comniittees 
organized with a view to the work they were 
charged to perform. 
A notable instance of the result of this 
policy was the regulation of railroads. Sen- 
ator Aldrich made it a point to have e pre- 
ponderance of conservatives on this com- 
mittee, with the renult that reforme which 
now are accepted even by the railroads were 
delayed in enactment. 

The committees in the senate will be con- 
trolled by Republicans and those in the house 


| by Democrats. For a time it looked as if 


the progressive Republicans would join with 
the Democrats in taking control of the sen- 
ate organization out of the hends of the 
“old guard.”

Suspended by Attorney 
General Wickersham. 


INQUIRY IS BEING MADE. 


Both Deny Accusations, but Ad- 
mit Necessity of “Filling Out“ 
Expense Accounts. 


Following an officia] examination of en- 
pense accounts in the United States mar- 
shal’s Office Chief Deputy John P. Wolf and 
Deputy Walter Wainwright have been sus- 


They were removed on Feb. 27 by Marstal 
L. T. Hoy upon an order of Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham, but the action did not be- 
come public until yesterday. 

Alleged irregularities in items of expense 
turned in by Deputy Wainwright are be- 
lieved to be the basis for the suspension. 
Chief Deputy Wolf is said to be implicated 
for supposed laxzity in verifying these re- 
ports. 

Charles F. De Woody, chief of the bureau 
of investigation in Chicago, whose depart- 
ment is checking up Wainwright's accounts, 
asserted at night: 

We are making a general investigation 
of the expense accounts. I cannot make any 
further statement. This occurred among our- 
selves and I didn’t want it to get out. I am 
sorry that it became public.” 


Frindel Wainwright’s “Guard.” 
The suspension of the deputies is due to a 
trip Wainwright made to the federal prison 


with him as a guard Ben Frindel, an attor- 
ney. The younger Frindel unsuccessfully 
had defended his father, Simon Frigdel, in 
a liquor moonshine” case heard in Judge 
Lancis’ court. 

Deputy Wainwright had charge of the elder 
Frindel during the trial. A day before Wain- 
wright went to Leavenworth on a subsequent 
trip, Frindel called on him in the marshal’s 
office and said he wanted to go to the federal 
prison and visit his father. The next night 
the two left with a prisoner. 

I returned on Feb. 27, said Wainwright 
at night “I had included the expenses on 
Frindel as a guard, as is regular. Later in 
the day Mr. Wolf came to me and said I 
should not charge the government for Frin- 
del's expenses. I tore up my expense account 
and made out a new one. 

Mr. De Woody called me into his office 
and asked me if I had taken a guard to 
Leavenworth, and I told him no. But he said 
he knew that I had, and I finally admitted 
that I had lied to him. I told him that I hadn't 
charged up Frindel’s expense. 

“I hear they are looking up my expenses 
on other trips I have made. I admit I have 
sat up nights on trains and put down expenses 
for berths. But what I may have saved in 
this way has gone for room and board. We. 
are allowed only $3 a day for sustenance. A 
room in a hotel costs $2 a night and this 
leaves only $1 for three meals.“

Police Chief, Justice of Peace, 
Deacon, and Others in Fight. 


ECHO OF A FACTIONAL ROW. 


Fists Fly When Attempt Is Made to 
Arrest Alleged Disturber. 


Wubur Glenn Voliva completed a few days 
ago, he says, four years’ work to make Zion 
City the “perfect city.” He taught his fol- 
lowers to greet each other with the saluta- 
tion, Peace to thee, brother, to do with- 
out tobacco, whisky, peer, theaters, doctors, 
drugs, pork, and oysters. Finally, to com- 
plete his work, he bought the estate of the 
late Alexander Dowie and arranged for a 
celebration of his victory. 

Rioting between a faction known as the 
“independent and the Voliva followers 
that started with the celebration culminated 
yesterday in a free for all fight in Zion City’s 
only court room. Chief of Police Hoover, 
Deacon Theodore Forby, Attorney Fabry, 
Jesse Buell, and Justice of the Peace Duncan 
Bellowe were pulled from an entangled mass 
by spectators in the court room. 


Talk of Warrant Brings Clash. 
Buell was arraigned before Justice Bellows 
on a charge of assault, alleged to have been 
committed on Saturday, when the Voliva 
parade broke up in ae riot. Heisa Voliva fol- 
lower. Deacon Theodore Forby, who also is 
an attorney, was retained to defend Buell. 
Chief of Police Hoover,. who belongs to the 
‘‘ independents,” had a werrant for Forby, 
charging him with participation in the fight 
of Saturday. Hoover tried to serve the war- 
rant when Forby entered the court room with’ 
hia client. 

Tou can’t arrest me now. The law makes 
an attorney exempt from arrest until after 
his work in behalf of his client is finished,” 
asserted the deacon-attorney. 

„ Arrest him!” order the judge. Hoover 
tried, and the deacon landed a well directed 
punch on the nose of the chief of police. 
Justice Bellows left his seat and took a part 
in the clash. The prisoner about to be tried 
managed to strike the chief of police once. 
Then some one in the crowd atruck Buell 
to the floor. Fabry, the prosecuting witness, 
took a hand in the mélée; then spectators in- 
terfered. 


Fail to Rescue the Deacon. 

Buell and Deacon Forby were locked up, 
but friends on the outside tried to rescue 
them but failed, and some one appealed 
to Overseer Voliva over the telephone to pay 
a $5 fine for contempt that had been assessed 
against Forby. This Voliva rerfused to do. 

Buell and Forby were taken to Waukegan, 
where the jailer refused to receive them 
because of an error in the commitment. A 
new warrant was then sworn out by Fabry, 
and they were released on bonds pending a 
hearing. 

They returned to Zion City in time to 
attend another session of court in the after- 
noon, when a charge of participation in the 
fight on Saturday made against Isaac Milis, 
a Voliva follower, was dismissed. More 
trouble is expected by both Voliva and the 
independents. As 4 result the tabernacle in 
Zion City is being guarded by twenty-four 
of the Voliva following.

Sir Arthur Chance, surgeon in ordinary to 
the lord Heutenant of Ireland, who made an 
examination of Corcoran, testified that the 
man wae incapable of managing his affaira, 
although not a lunatic.

NEW STRUCTURES SHOWN. 


Plaster Cast of Proposed National 
Monument at Gettysburg 
Attracts Attention.

The annual exhibition of the Chicago Ar- 
chitectural club will open tonight at the Art 
institute with a reception, preceded by & 
dinner for members of the club and their 
guests.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


NQUIRIES were sent to this column some 
time ‘since in reference to graham cookery. 
One of these was from a man who wrote: 
“Many years ago I lived on graham done 
up in various ways and thought it helpful 

and upbuilding. As it does not appear to be in 
vogue now I though until I read your article 
on graham puddings in yesterday's TRIBune 
that the use of graham was one of the lost arts. 
We used to have graham made into bread, bis- 
cuit, pie crust, griddle cakes, etc. Would it be 
in order to ask you to give recipes for making 
each of the above?” 

Some investigations have brought to light 
that there are not a few brands of graham 
flour on the market, mostly obtainable in 25 
cent sacks, which are not graham in the old 


sense, though so labeled, but they are most of 
them good if one learns how to use them. 


One test, the easiest,-which shows that these 
are not bona fide graham is that of sifting. 
The residue in the case of these flours which 
are not real im ie plain bran. When a real 
graham flour is sifted the light husk of wheat 
is what remains—often the entire husk will be 
found and the whole residue is of a different 
shade from bran. Those who wish to. get the 
whole benefit of graham flour do not sift it, for 
in so doing théy take out the chief aperient 
-conatituent,

Suspension of Proposed 
Rate Advances. 


INSISTS ON ANNULMENT. 


Decision Is Announced in Letter 
to President of New York 
| Central. 


Washington, D. C. March G. Denial of the 
request of the rallways of official classifica- 
tion territory that they be permitted volun- 
tarily to suspend proposed advances in class 
freight rates from March 15 until Nov. 1 next 
was made by the interstate commerce com- 
mission today. 

In the decisions announced in the great rate 
cases ten days ago the commission directed 
that the proposed tariffs advancing rates be 
annulled on or before March 10. 

If this direction were not followed, the 
commission announced that on that date it 
would issue an order canceling the rates and 
putting the existing rates into effect for at 
least two years. 


Railroad Heade at Conference. 

After a conference in New York City last 
Friday an arrangement was made for a meet- 
ing in this city between eastern railroad offi- 
chals and the members of the commission. 
Participating today were President W. C 
Brown of the New York Central, President 
James McCrea of the Pennsylvania, Pres!- 
dent Daniel Willard of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, President Frederick Underwood of the 
Erle, an@ Walker D. Hines, representing the 
Delawaré, Lackawanna and Western, 

It was suggested to the commission that 
the carriers in official classification territory 
be permitted to suspend voluntarily the 
tariffs proposing advances from March 15 
until Nov. 1 next, in order that they might 
have opportunity to ascertadn the genera! 
results of this fiscal year’s business. Their 
contention was that this year’s business 
might show a falling off of the revenues of 
1910, which would afford them an opportunity 
again to ask the commission to consider an 
advance in rates.

Strikes at Ulinofs Tunnel Com- 
pany in Council Resolution. 


SEES DANGERS IN FUTURE. 


Urges City Protection, Should Older 
Corporation Buy It. 


Action construed as a blow to the plans of 
the Illinois Tunnel company to build up a 
second telephone system in Chicago was 
urged on the city council last evening. Ald. 
W. J. Pringle, chairman of the committee on 
gas, ol, and electric light, which bas super- 
vision of all telephone matters, was the 
author of the movement. 

It was advocated ae a protection of the 
city’s interest in the profits of the Chicago 
Telephone company because of tte possible 
sale of the tunnel company's system to the 
other at a price beyond its value to the pur- 
chaser. Ald. Pringle also added another 
word against the new company because of 
the demand it would entail upon business 
men to have both phones in order to have a 
complete service. 

But the council was pot certain what fa- 
vorable action on Ald. Pringie's resolution 
would mean and referred the matter back to 
the committee of which he is the chairman. 


Actual Cost to Count, 

The resolution declared it the sense of the 
city council that in the purchase of other 
companies by public service corporations hav- 
ing partnership agreements with the city 
the purchasers shall be allowed to charge 
against their expenses—which are charges 
against receipts io determine the profits, and 
therefore the city’s share therein—only the 
cost of property used by the purchaser. This 
also would exclude tranchise values,” 

No one doubts, said Ald. Pringle, “that 
this company ultimately will be absorbed 
by the larger company.“ 

The preamble df his resolution covered the 
same ground with an emphasis upon similar 
situations of competition in the past in 
which the expense was *’ ultizaately borne by 
the people,“ and the enacting clause provided, 
in addition to the restrictions on the charge 
made on its books for purchase of competi- 
tive companies, that similar timitations shall 
apply in the regulation of rates. 


Care as to Valuation, 

“The valuation to serve as the basis of 
such rate determination shall embrace only 
such property as has been constructed at the 
actual cost price and which is not an unnec- 
essary duplication of the property of the pur- 
chasing utility, including an allowance for 
engineering, supervision, and interest taxes 
and insurance during the construction. plus 8 
per cent, since the date of construction, less 
profits taken out of the property, not to ex- 
ceed 8 per cent, sd the resolution.

The bill is designed as an amendment to a 
pending measure which is up for passage. 
The senate committee on insurance will be 
asked tomorrow to recall the pending bill 
and consider the amendment. 

The pending bill, which is known as sen- 
ate bill No. 61, would have the effect of hav- 
ing all insurance rates made by a combina- 
tion of insurance companies and lending the 
power of the state to force the companies 
to adhere to these rates, said K. R. Blanch- 
ard, chairman of the Illinols Manufacturers’ 


committee, at the close of a committee meet- 


ing yesterday. 
„We do not wish to prevent codperation 


among the sellers of insurance, but we do 


want to establish fair rates and to prevent 
anything like a big combination,” 

The commission, as proposed in the bill. ts 
to consist of three members, two not con- 
nected with the fire insurance business and 
the third, an experienced underwriter. They 
are to be appointed by the goverbor and to 
receive an annual salary of $3,000 in addition 
to appropriations.

Nine months will be the time limit for food 
products to be kept in cold storage ware- 
houses, according to a bill that will be intro- 
duced into the Illinois legislature next week 
by the special senate commnittée appointed to 
investigate cold storage conditions in Ilinois. 

The bill will also provide for the licensing 
of cold storage warehouses and warehouse 
men and for the inspection of such houses and 
products kept therein.

year for the purpose of seeing that encroach- 
ments are not made on these bodies of water 
and for the purpose of seeing whether or not 
land is being made that does encroach on the 
lake or river. 

One of the duties of the cammission is to de- 
vise schemes, plans, ways, and means for 
the reservation by the state of desirable 
tracts of land along the public waters of tlie 
state for the use of the people for pleasure, 
recreation, and sport.
